The 
chief Man of the Houſe wherein I was, cauſed 
his Wife to ſuckle our Child, for it was almoſt 
famiſhed, its Mother having no Milk in her 
Breaſts, for we had received no Suſtenance 
ſince the Storm began; and freſh Water was not 
to be had, the Land being covered with the 
/ Sea. The Indians offered us ſoine of their 
Berries, which we endeavoured to eat, but 
could not, the Taſte was ſo irkſome, and 
ready to take our Breath from us when we 
tried to eat them; but we expected, that if 
the Flood continued longer, we ſhould not 
need for Water; yet, nevertheleſs, we enjoy- 
ing Health and Strength, and Hunger grow- 
ing violent, we would be taſting the Berries, 
though we could reap no Satisfaction.
